"earnest hope" that warring na- 
tions "will take measures to as- 
sure themselves that their respec- 
tive air forces are showing that 
regard for the lives of non-com- 
batants which their replies to my 
appeal of September 1 have led 
the world to expect." 


Mr. Roosevelt's statement re- 


plied to a message from Presi- 
dent Moscicki of Poland 
saying 


that "for some days past German 
aircraft 
have deliberately and 


methodically been bombing Polish 
towns and villages which contain 
no conceivable military objec- 
tives." 


Mr. Roosevelt said he was 


"deeply shocked" by this state- 
ment as well as by other reports 
he had received, including some 
from American officials in Poland. 


"It had been my hop£," he said, 


"following the receipt from 
the 


several belligerent powers of the 
replies to my appeal of Septem- 
ber 1, in which they stated their 
intentions to limit the operations 
of their air forces to military ob- 
jectives', that the world would be 
spared the horror of witnessing 
during this war the bombing of 
open towns and villages and the 
slaughtering of thousands of in- 
nocent 
and 
defenseless men, 


women and children." 


(Mr. Roosevelt's appeal of Sep- 


tember 1 to refrain from bomb- 
ing civilian populations was ad- 
dressed 
to 
Germany, Poland, 


Great Britain, France and Italy. 
He received assurances from the 
four belligerents.) 


The presidential statement last 


night was only one of the reper- 
cussions of the European war 
sounded in a capital astir with 
preparations for the special ses- 
sion of Congress Thursday.

Industrial Draft 


Theory of Commission Holds Munitions as Im- 


portant as Men, Food as Important as Fighting 


Washington, Sept. 19 
W>.— 


Should the United States ever be- 
come involved in war and Con- 
gress enact a draft law, no man 
whose job is vital to the economic 
structure would be dragged away 
from his machine or office. 


Munitions are-as important as 


men, 
food as important as fight- 


ing. That is the theory behind 
the proposed industrial mobiliza- 
tion svstem, into which army and 
navy officials have written a se- 
lective service plan. 


"Complicated weapons and ma- 


chines are 
used 
up rapidly in 


war," says the 1939 version of the 
mobilization plan. 
"Armies and 


navies must not only be well sup- 
plied initially but must be main- 
tained adequately 
and continu- 


ously, x x x 
"In addition, 
throughout the 


duration of war, the nation must 
continue to provide all the mate- 
rial items upon which the health 
and well-being of its civilian pop- 
ulation depend. "War is no longer 
simply a battle between armed 
forces in the field x x x." 


So, the draft plan adds, "the 


procurement of men is to be ac- 
complished with the minimum of 
disturbance to the economic _ and 
social structure of the nation." 


In the first call for a draft, it 


is estimated, 11,000,000 men be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 30 would 
be registered.

Gla*» Cameo Cutting Art 


Practiced in Early Age* 


Glass cameo cutting was an art 


practiced by the Romans who often 
interred the cremated remains o* 
their dead in sculptured glass ves- 
sels, writes Edward W Minns in 
American Collector. The most fa- 
mous example extant is the Port- 
land-Barbarini vase which was dis- 
covered by the modern world dur- 
ing the Seventeenth century in a 
marble sarcophagus near Rome. 
Thence it progressed to the Bar- 
barini palace: was later bought by 
Sir William Hamilton; and finally, 
as the property of the duke of Port- 
land, was loaned in 1810 to the 
British museum, where it may be 
seen today. 


In fact, tor the best examples ot 


latter day glass cameo ci 'tings, we 
must turn to English craftsman- 
ship; '.a such men as John North- 
wood, who was commiss:oned by 
his employer, Philip I xrgeter, pro- 
prietor of the Red House Glass 
works, Stourbridge, to execute a 
sculptured copy of the Portland 
vase. This was in 1877.

many failures, Mr. Northwood suc- 
ceeded but, due to overheating, the 
vase was cracked during the final 
polishing. It was never offered for 
sale and is today in the possession 
of Philip Pargeter, also residing in 
Stourbridge. 


Later, John Locke, another local 


craftsman, tried to reproduce the 
vase in cameo glass. His efforts 
met with better fortune and when 
completed his vase was sold to a 
London dealer. It w?s exhibited 
at the Paris exhibition of 1878 and 
later acquired by an American col- 
lector. Of these two sole attempts 
to copy the Portland vase hi Eng- 
lish cameo glass, it is claimed the 
Northwood endeavor was by far the 
superior.

Game Population Changes 


After Big Forert Firet 


Forest fires can kill men and ani- 


mals long after the last red embers 
have died out and new green growth 
has begun to hide the wide black 
scars. How this delayed death can 
come to burned-over timber country 
is told by Hoyes Lloyd, superin- 
tendent of wild life protection in 
the Canadian national parks. 


In past years, great forest fires 


devastated large areas in northern 
Ontario. When new growth came 
in, it was not the same kind of 
trees that had been burned, but a 
vegetation type representing an ear- 
lier stage in ecological succession. 
This is usual after forest fires. The 
new vegetation, in its turn, support- 
ed an entirely different array of ani- 
mal life; it was the home of deer 
instead of the caribou that had dom- 
inated the animal community of the 
burned forest. Some have said that 
the caribou migrated, but Mr. Lloyd 
believes that the animals that sur- 
vived the fire simply failed to re- 
produce, and that the caribou just 
weren't anywhere any more. 


On the caribou a population ot 


Indians, estimated at 10,000, once 
depended for their principal food 
supply. These Indians were fairly 
prosperous, and it was profitable for 
the whites to operate trading posts 
among them. 
After the caribou 


vanished, 
however, 
starvation 


•mong the Indians became the rule 
rather than the exception. Their 
population dropped to a tenth of the 
original number and their prosper- 
ity vanished. The trading posts had 
to be closed. The story is the same 
in other regions, Mr. Lloyd sayi. 
Where "big wood!" are burned, 
"little woods" take their place, and 
their game population ii quite dif- 
ferent.

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RUSSIAN SHADOW 


Soviet Prussian armies sweeping down on 


war-shattered Poland sends the European 
war on a new phase. There is an air of mys- 
tery about it, as there usually is with Rus- 
Man affairs. The expert observers do not pro- 
less lo know what is in Stalin's mind, but 
they have some guesses that might prove 
true. 


One of the most obvious guesses is that, 


while the Nazis are "rectifying boundaries" 
in Central Europe, the Soviet government 
itself will do some rectifying. The immediate 
job, perhaps, is to be the repatriation, in 
some form or other, of the millions of Ukrai- 
nians incorporated in the Polish state that is 
now being pulled to pieces. The Ukrainians 
are not really Russians, but Stalin probably 
feels that he has a claim on them. The Rus- 
sian Empire includes many races, and the 
Polish Ukrainians, like their more numerous 
brethren east of the border, have long been 
regarded as belonging to Russia. 


After that, what? The Bolsheviks may 


want to rectify the border all the way from 
the Artie Ocean to the Black Sea when they 
once get started. Border republics such as 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania might be ab- 
sorbed, not so much for their population and 
property as for the new and better outlets 
they would give Russia on the Baltic Sea. 
Southward pieces of Poland and Rumania 
might be sliced off. 


Bulgaria and western Turkey, including 


the valuable Istanbul, sea of Marmora and 
Dardanelles, would be in danger. 
Russia 


wants secure access to the Mediterranean. 
And to that story there is no end. 


BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT 


It certainly looks as if this country is en- 


tering a period of good business. In fact, we 
have already entered it. Col. Leonard P. 
Ayres, a prominent business economist, re- 
ports that the present volume of industrial 
production is not only far greater than it was 
when the World War began, but actually ex- 
ceeds the highest production attained during 
that war. 


Before the Civil War and the World War 


the country was in a period of declining busi- 
ness. This present war happens to come 
when an economic upswing is already started. 
Thus the natural forces of war production, 
added to the existing trend, suggest that for 
the immediate future, at least, we shall go 
right ahead. 


As for the longer pull, while Col. Ayres 


does not commit himself on this point, busi- 
ness expansion probably depends a good deal 
on what Congress does about war exports.

RESTORING LOST HAIR 


CANADA AND MONROE 


The entrance of Canada into the European 


war, as an independent associate of Great 
Britain, raises a problem that Americans 
haven't thought much about. It is a peculiar 
kink in our Monroe Doctrine. 


President Roosevelt interprets this famous 


doctrine as applying to both North and 
South America and all their free countries, 
including Canada. lie made an explicit state- 
ment to this effect a year ago, and the prin- 
ciple has seemed to be accepted by our peo- 
ple as sound and necessary. Our people 
would probably fight to defend Canada if it 
were attacked by a foreign power, regardless 
of argument about the Monroe Doctrine, be- 
cause it would be almost as dangerous to 
have a foreign invader on Canadian soil as 
on our own side of the border. 


But now a Nazi spokesman calls this at- 


itude unneutral, unfair and unchivalrous. 
Canada has declared war against Germany, 
as a free nation associated with Great Britain. 
The American attitude, he argues, means in 
effect that Canada may attack a European 
power (Germany in this case) but that power 
may not strike back at Canada. 


So stated, it doesn't look fair. The con- 


clusion may be that we are now dealing with 
facts rather than theories. 
Canada, most 


Americans would say, has a right to side with 
Britain against Nazi Germany, and we don't 
want any Nazi troops on this continent. For- 
tunately the Nazis are not in position to send 
a military expedition against Canada. 


IF HITLER RESIGNED 


Prime Minister Chamberlain has said flatly 


that Britain and France are fighting not the 
German people, but Hitlerism, and there can 
be no peace while Hitler is in power. 


Well, suppose Hitler stepped out and went 


back to his oil painting, as in his hysterical 
moods he has sometimes expressed a desire 
to do. He is unpredictable, and some observ- 


Any individual or organization that can produce

Now, in 1939, Dr. Bengston in Clinical Medicine 


and Surgery, gives further details of his work with 
pituitary extract. 


"A large clinic was established for me at the Re- 


search and Educational hospitals of the University 
of Illonois. Every known type of hair disturbance 
was placed at my disposal through the favorable ef- 
fect of the tremendous publicity in the newspapers 
that followed my first report." 


Together with the results of his own investiga- 


tions Dr. Bengston has the questions, comments and 
observations of 700 physicians from all over the 
world, and their results with pituitary treatment 
in from 1 to 100 cases each. About 12,000 cases in all 
have been observed. 


What has been the result of all the investiga- 


tion? 


In a great mtny cases small light colored hairs 


appeared and in a number of cases, particularly in 
those with dark hair, patches of normal hair ap- 
peared, but in a few weeks, in most of these cases, 
this "normal" hair disappeared. In other words, for 
the present, at least, the use of pituitary extract to 
restore hair has not been successful. 


• However, the fact that it does grow hair on a 


few, grows hair on some which later disappears, 
would show that there is something in the make-up 
of those who lose their hair early—gland disturb- 
ance, acid-alkali balance, or other disturbance— 
which interferes with the action of their pituitary 
glands.

The steamboat "Utica" was one 


of a long line of early Hudson 
river passenger steamboats which 
eventually ended their careers in 
towing service—and it was on the 
"Utica" that George W. Murdock 
began his years of service as a 
riverman. 


It was at Brooklyn, in the year 


1837, that William Capes began 
the construction of the wooden 
hull of the steamboat 
"Utica,"
